Drawings

Claims 6-10 and 14-17 are allowed for including the allowable subject matter in claim 13 
in the independent claim 6 as indicated in the Office action made on Mar 23, 2004. 

As to newly added claims 18-22, neither prior art of record nor references teach an 
integral rider control device for a handlebar steered vehicle comprising a one-piece support 
structure with both end handgrip receiving portions, multiple non-tubular receptacles formed in 
the support structure between both ends for receiving equipments, a central portion having upper 
and lower spars wherein both spars are disposed vertically relative to each other, and a 
connecting member that connects to the steering axis of the vehicle molded into the lower spar to 
extend outwardly from the lower spar.
